season, caused by the fact that the 
groves are near to saturation be- 
cause of several heavy rains of re- 
cent date. Runoff was not serious, 
however, up until a late hour yes- 
terday. 


Rain was not exactly welcome to 


citrus growers, anxious to get the 
navel crop into the packinghouses, 
and who are suffering considerable 
damage from water rot and brown 
rot in oranges. The storm stopped 
all picking in the orchards. 


After releasing 2000 second feet 


of water for three days and 500 sec- 
ond feet thereafter, Morris dam had 
been lowered in content since the 
storms of last week, but Wednesday 
night and Thursday brought it up 
again. Both dams No. 1 and 2 in 
the flood control district system in 
the canyon were holding heavy 
quantities. Pasadena city engineers 
estimated that above 30,000 acre 
feet of water was behind Morris 
dam, of which the city has a right 
to hold 20,000 acre feet for diversion 
for domestic purposes. 


All dams in the mountains, includ- 


ing San Gabriel dams, and Big Dai- 
ton, San Dimas • and Puddingstone 
dams, were filling rapidly yesterday, 
indicated heavy rainfall at high 
mountain points. Water was being 
diverted thru the eleven-mile chan- 
nel from San Dimas dam to Pud- 
dingstone reservoir, the latter being 
far from its capacity, but holding 
more water this week than at any 
other time in its history.

Just before leaving for the north- 


west to begin frostcasting in the de- 
ciduous blossom districts, Floyd D. 
Young of the U. S. weather bureau 
talked before the Wednesday meet- 
ng of Exchange directors, declaring 
that the recent freeze was the worst 
one in citrus industry as far back 
as the records go. Losses were great- 
er than in 1913 because of the great- 
er bearing acreage, he said. 


With the huge White Point trunkline outfall sewer nearing 


completion, prospects for an outlet for Covina's sewer seems 
again to be bright, according to one of the sanitation engineers 
who has followed the progress of sewage disposal in Los An- 
geles county for many years. This engineer says it is possible 
that Covina may have an opportunity to connect with the sys- 
tem which has its outlet into the ocean at White Point. 


Of the nine sanitation districts in* 


the county, four are sponsoring the 
project, which, when finished, will 
serve 226 square miles of area with 
a population of more than 400,000. 
Just how or where Covina might 
connect with the sewer was not dis- 
closed, as plans beyond the build- 
ing of the six-mile outlet main have 
not been completed. 


Covina city officials, while they 


have been making every effort to se- 
cure an outlet for the completed 
sewer system, now ready to be put 
into operation as soon as this outlet 
can be secured, have been watching 
for any opportunity that might be 
presented whereby the White Point 
connection could be made. So far 
no official negotiations have been 
started, but it is understood that 
tentative plans may be presented to 
this city before actual sewer exten- 
sions are started. 


FEDERAL GRANT 


The cost of the tunnel, eight feet 


in diameter, built of steel and con- 
crete, will be approximately $3,000,- 
000, of which $872,000 was obtained 
by the four sanitation districts as a 
Public Works administration federal 
grant.

A 
party of twenty-five, including sev- 
eral Los Angeles county and city 
officials, Metropolitan board mem- 
bers, engineers and newspaper cor- 
respondents made the trip.

After being taken down the long 


elevator 528 feet and thru the inner- 
most workings of Boulder dam and 
the power houses; after being shown 
in detail the three gigantic power 
generators, eventually to be increas- 
ed to fourteen, which are now fur- 
nishing Los Angeles with power; 
after attempting to absorb the fig- 
ures and facts furnished by engi- 
neers in the party; after being given 
a ride over Mead lake, the body of 


. 
water already backed up behind the 
dam almost a hundred miles—the 
lawmakers were described by one 
newspaper correspondent, with un- 
doubted malice aforethought, as 
"speechless" while they gazed in 
silence at the grandeur of the stu- 
pendous accomplishment.

It would be interesting to know 


how many people of the thousands 
who visit Boulder dam are able to 
in any degree actually comprehend 
•what they see and hear about this 
greatest monument to engineering 
skill. For most of us the 55 million 
sacks of cement in the dam must be 
explained in thousands of miles of 
concrete highway; the fact that the 
lake behind the dam now contains 
nine and a half million acre feet of 
water and when full will contain 
30,500,000 acre feet takes on real 
.significance only when turned into 
drinking water enough to furnish 
every man, woman and child on the 
face of the globe with a half a gal- 
lon per day for more than 28 years. 
While in the tunnels at the base of 
the dam the legislators had four 
million tons of concrete over their 


> heads; it would take a lot of state 
'—Capitols, even full of legislators) pil- 


ed one on top the other to weigh 
that 'much. The fact that every 
great construction project costs on 
the average, in spite of all precau- 
tion, a life for every million dollars 
is keenly understandable—Boulder 
dam cost 89 lives. The great mass of 
concrete composing the dam was 
water-cooled by pipes down to 40 
degrees during construction; the 
warming up process has forced the 
arched dam up stream one foot 
against the enormous pressure of the 
water, already 385 feet deep at the 
dam; it will take 15 to 20 years for 
the concrete mass to get back to 70 
degrees which is rock temperature. 


* * * 


More interesting, if possible, be- 


cause entirely new to practically 
everyone in the party was the long 
trip via Kingman and Needles to 
Parker dam and the inspection of 
the aqueduct enroute home. Excava- 
tion for Parker dam is still going on; 
when completed there will be more 
of Parker dam below the bed of the 
river than there will be above, due 
to the distance down to bed rock. 
Several stops were made on the 
aqueduct for inspection of work and 
machinery in actual operation.

Plans Discussed 
to Eliminate 
Rio Hondo 


No definite conclusions have been 


reached on a proposal to close off the 
Rio Hondo river, where it branches 
from San Gabriel river north of El 
Monte, according to engineers at the 
United States district engineers' of- 
fice in Los Angeles. 


Proposal that the Rio Hondo be 


"blocked off" by constructing a dike 
with a heavy facing of boulders sim- 
ilar to that placed on the Los An- 
geles and San Gabriel river banks 
near Long Beach is understood to 
be among the plans under consid- 
eration. The dike would have flood- 
gates thru which water could be ad- 
mitted to the Rio Hondo channel, 
and emptied into the Los Angeles 
river in event of a cloudburst in the 
San Gabriel mountains that did not 
effect the Los Angeles river water- 
shed. 


San Gabriel canyon soon will be 


adequately protected, county flood 
control engineers believe, when dam 
No. 1 is finished. Dam No. 2 already 
is in service, although not yet at 
maximum, and Pasadena's Morris 
dam at the head of Pine canyon is 
functioning satisfactorily. 


It also has been proposed that 


the Rio Hondo channel be given over 
to development of spreading grounds 
so that all the water possible could 
be stored underground for the bene- 
fit of ranchers.

change, reported little change in 
earlier estimates of fruit loss in the 
January freeze. 
The government 


estimate checks very closely with 
the preliminary survey made by the 
Exchange, he said. 


"There is a limited area in the 


world where citrus can be success- 
fully grown and such areas are con- 
stantly exposed to frost," said Arm- 
strong, recalling that in 1933 Florida 
had a serious freeze. 


"We must salvage all fruit possible 


under the standardization laws and 
at the same time remember that this 
law was recommended by the indus- 
try which should uphold effective 
enforcement of it," Armstrong stat- 
ed. We cannot compete with Flor- 
ida on a price basis, so must com- 
pete in quality, he said, in stressing 
the importance of delivering fruit 
that gives consumer satisfaction. 


By-products can salvage consider- 


able value from damaged fruit, he 
said. Navels are useable at present 
only for peel products—oil and pec- 
tin. It remains to be seen how much 
can be recovered in the way of juice 
products from damaged valencias.

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Practical Idealism— 


A total of 10,657,499 free lunches have been 


served to needy children in the past six years 
by the Parent-Teacher association of the tenth 
district, according to one of its committee 
members with a penchant for statistics. 


Forty years ago, Mrs. Mary M. Coman of 


Covina, then of Pasadena, began the prelim- 
inary organization of a Parent-Teacher asso- 
ciation, became one of the founders, and has 
worked consistently in this organization since 
that time. She was honored last week by 
many of these organizations, as intelligent, 
practical-minded, yet keenly-conscious al- 
ways of the need for leadership in social wel- 
fare, a rather rare combination to find in one 
person. Social reformers are too liable to be 
sentimentalists. 


The thought actuating us as we write, how- 


ever, is not of Mrs. Coman and the women 
who have brought this organization along and 
down thru the years, but that school respon- 
sibility no longer begins and ends with the 
opening and closing of the schoolhouse doors. 
We have come to see (and, of course, largely 
thru the efforts of Parent-Teacher organiza- 
tions) that schools cannot be efficient to the 
fullest extent unless there is. interest taken 
in the child in the home, particularly as re- 
lates to food, clothing, shelter, hygiene, bodily 
health, environment. 


It seems incredible that forty years ago 


we paid little or no attention to whether or 
not a child might be hungry in school; 
whether or not the parents had been able to 
proyide any breakfast or adequate food be- 


Salvation Thru Science— 


One fact, and one only, differentiates us 


from the past—the one -thing that will save 
us from the fates of countless civilizations 
that have crumbled and been covered with 
dust, says a noted savant. 


Salvation thru science is the hope held out 


by Dr. Alexis Carrel, recently presented with 
the Newman award for 1936 for his medical 
research at the Rockefeller institute. 


"Science," he says, "in its conquest of the 


world of inanimate matter, has proven its 
strength. It teaches us that we must obey 
natural laws, and not blindly follow the 
dreams of sociologists and philosophers. It 
supplies us with the means of gaining mastery 
of our body, our soul and our environment. 
It gives us the power of remaking ourselves, 
as welLas our institutions." 


This scientist reproves us for placing such 


blind faith in specialists. "No one, who is ex- 
pert in a single field, such as economics, so- 
ciology, pedagogy, hygiene, philosophy, medi- 
cine, psychology, biological chemistry, reli- 
gion, etc., is fitted to apply his specialized 
knowledge to any problem concerning the 
human person in his entirety," said he. All 
of these should be utilized as a whole, and 
applied to the physiological and spiritual man. 
He urged the foundation of an "Institute of 
Man," or "Institute of Civilization." 


Use of science to bring us back and hold us 


to natural laws, that we may not constantly 
break them, is the new weapon, the only one 
that gives us hope that our civilization will 
not pass into oblivion. We see clearer signs 
each day that our civilization is seriously 
threatened by the same influences that 
brought the past tense to "the glory that was 
Greece and the grandeur that was Rome."

We have squandered many millions of dol- 


lars in an attempt to teach children when 
their minds are inattentive and non-receptive 
because of their own ills or stomach cravings. 
Though we should forget our moral respon- 
sibility to these children altogether, we should 
become conscious of the practical problem, 
which is that it is. bad business to spend money 
on a child whose condition is not conducive 
to mental betterment. 


Thus we find the root, the real actuating 


basis for all social welfare. It can be found 
in self-interest, if you please—in a desire to 
promote our own welfare by promoting the 
welfare of others. 


Parent-Teacher associations seem to be ac- 


tuated by an admixture of these two impulses, 
first, a realization that we should be our 
brother's keeper in the moral sense, and sec- 
ond, that it is good business to keep watch 
and ward over others—good business for all 
of us. Of the two premises, the second is the 
more important because it gets results, but 
it has its real premise in the first, the spirit "Let Us HttVe Peace" 
of brotherly love. 


We are definitely entering the social wel- 


fare era in this country, when young and old, 
the fit and the unfit are being scrutinized and 
evaluated in terms of the welfare of all the 
people. Many of our problems will no longer 
be problems when we have accepted this re- 
sponsibility to the full. It is then that Chris- 
tianity and democracy -will begin to function.

eighty. His name brings no thrill of reminis- 
cence to the average mind, such as comes 
with the mention of some great war hero. 
Yet he contributed more to the successful 
prosecution of war than many outstanding 
generals, while at the same time giving an 
immeasurable impetus to industry and agri- 
culture. 


He was the inventor of the lag-tread trac- 


tor. He was able to wrench his mind away 
from old ideas, and revolutionize traction. 
Others have improved on his ideas, for if the 
mind is once disabused of a fixed opinion, an 
obsession, it gains freedom, and new avenues 
are opened in which any man may walk. 


Most of our heroes are in reality little and 


unimportant. Men who move the world into 
new and better paths generally die compara- 
tively obscure, as did Alvin O. Lombard. 


Citizens of the state of Georgia should be 


commended for protesting the printing of a 
likeness of General Sherman on postage 
stamps. And those same citizens should be 
discouraged in their spirit of retaliation in 
urging that General Robert E. Lee appear on 
another issue contemplated by the postoffice 
department. 


Georgians remember Sherman with loath- 


ing because he devastated their country in 
his march to the sea. He was, however, mere- 
ly an employee of the northern government. 
It was war, and not Sherman, that caused so 
much suffering, just as this is true wherever 
and whenever war comes. Northerners (not 
many now, but some) will resent Mr. Farley's 
idea of balancing sentiments by issuing 
stamps with Lee's picture. Lee, too, was a 
creature of conditions. He hated the war from 
the first; hated the fact that he was obliged 
to participate in it. 


There are hundreds of men and women, 


north and south, who have contributed more 
to this country than any leader of war bat- 
talions. Why continue to glorify war, fan the 
almost extinct embers of hate that the Civil 
war kindled? The south should bring forward 
its real heroes from among the ranks of edu- 
cation, of literature, commerce, statesman- 
ship. The north should do the same. And, 
as Grant said: "Let Us Have Peace."

Farmers and ranchmen feeding 


'lambs for market were saved from 
heavy financial losses in January as 
a result of the mid-winter lamb sale 
sponsored by the National Associa- 
tion of Food Chains, according to 
a report received here by L. L. 
Wood, district manager of Safeway : 
store. The information was contain- 
ed in a bulletin from P. O. Wilson, 
manager of the National Livestock 
Market association, who expressed 
the gratification of all sheep grow- 
ers over results obtained in dispos- 
ing of the large seasonal surplus of 
feeder lambs. A tremendous increase 
in lamb consumption was shown by 
the preliminary reports from 37.000 
food chain stores participating in the 
campaign which continues thru the 
month of February. Some companies 
reported increases in sales from 50 
to 300 per cent above normal. 


Mr. Wilson, in reporting on the 


present status of the national lamb 
sale, said, "There is evidence of con- 
siderable improvement in consumer 
demand, and the advance in prices 
has prevented heavy losses on the 
part of feeders. This improvement 
in the lamb market has been in the 
face of increased receipts for major 
markets and abnormally large sup- 
plies following almost record lamb 
slaughter during December, thus in- 
dicated an important stronger-de- 
mand outlet on the part of consum- 
ers. 
This improved outlet is also 


in iliu- face uf u;i^ea.sujiablc warm 
weather in the major consuming 
areas of the east." 


J. R. Marshall, secretary of the 


National Wool Growers' association, 
also was quoted in the bulletin as 
saying, "We are certainly gratified 
at the response that has been made 
in the lamb markets to the stimula- 
tion of the nation-v,ride mid-winter 
lamb sale.

Markets, however, 
will be more-than-normally supplied 
from present stocks for some time, 
he adds. 


During the past three weeks, ap- 


proximately 1,700,000 pounds of fruit 
have been handled by the grower 
organization's two plants, 
which 


have been working day and night 
to help growers save their good fruit. 
This is the next largest three-weeks' 
volume ever harvested or handled, 
according to Mr. Hodgkin. During 
the first week in February more 
fruit was handled than during all of 
that month a year ago.

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EXCHANGE REVIEWS RESULTS 


OF HISTORIC CROP FREEZES 


California Fruit Growers Exchange has compiled the fol- 


lowing information on the freezes of 1913 and 1922, showing 
the loss in marketable fruit and the gross amount of money 
received for fruit shipped: 


REYNOLDS TO RUN COMIC STRIP 


At the beginning of the year end- 


ing August 31, 1913, California Fruit 
Growers Exchange shippers estimat- 
ed that they would ship 34,000 car- 
loads, or about 13,250,000 boxes of 
citrus fruits, comprising 27,000 car- 
loads of. oranges and grapefruit and 
7000 carloads of lemons. 


In November and December se- 


vere desert winds reduced the crop 
at least 10 per cent; in January un- 
precedented cold weather destroyed 
the fruit in many sections, injured 
it severely in others, while in a few 
localities the crop escaped serious 
injury. 


As a result of the reduction of the 


crop by these causes the Exchange 
shippers sold only 12,443 carloads of 
fruit—5,000,000 boxes in round num- 
bers—or 37.7 per cent of the esti- 
mated shipments for the year. The 
fruit sold thru the Exchange brought 
to California over $13,500,000, or an 
average return f.o.b. cars of $2.75 
per box. 


ONLY HALF SHIPPED 


Shipments during the year repre- 


sented 53 per cent of the shipments 
of 1911-12. The f.o.b. returns to 
California equalled 79 per cent oi 
the returns of 1911-12. The proceeds 
paid by the associations to produc- 
ers after deducting all packing and 
selling charges, though 
unequally 


distributed in localities, on account 
of the frost, represented 
approxi- 


mately 85 per cent of the proceeds 
returned by the associations to Ex- 
change producers in 1911-12. The 
f.o.b. average price per box was 47 
per cent higher than the average for 
1911-12 and 50.2 per cent higher 
than the average f.o.b. price receiv- 
ed during the preceding eight years. 


Shipments of citrus fruits from the 


state in 1911-12 were 40,680 cars; in 


1912-13, 18,331 cars; and in 1913-14, 
48,338 cars. 


During the nights of January 19, 


20 and 21, 1922, most of the Califor- 
nia citrus fruit districts were visited 
by severely cold weather, and the 
crop and trees were damaged to an 
extent comparable with that result- 
ing from the freeze in 1913. 


However, with the experience of J | ——^ 


that disastrous season to guide them 
and with the federal and state laws 
brought about as a result of that 
experience, shippers were practically 
of mind in the desire to avoid ship- 
ping fruit that would be unsatisfac- 
tory to the consumers and thereby 
harm the, reputation of California 
oranges and lemons in the markets. 
The result was that the confidence 
of the trade and consumer was re- 
tained, the public protected and the 
markets maintained. 


PRICES MAINTAINED 


The oranges shipped thru the Ex- 


change, which equalled in volume 
only 53 per cent of the preceding 
season's 90 per cent of the receipts 
of that season for the fruit on the 
tree. 


The result clearly showed the wis- 


dom of the policy followed when 
compared with that of 1913, when 
quantities of badly frozen fruit were 
rushed out immediately following 
the freeze, which did not give satis- 
faction to the trade or consumers, 
demoralized the markets on all Cali- 
fornia oranges and created much un- 
favorable publicity concerning the 
California orange industry. 


Total citrus fruit shipments from 


California during the 1920-21 fiscal 
year were 60,116 cars; for 1921-22, 
39,499 cars; and for 1922-23, 59,707
